Great Britain 


May Be Attacked

WKEHANCOEN, April 1.—The 
power of ‘the British government 
to make a treaty giving the United 
| States seize

tacked in the Supreme Court by 
British ship owners unless the 
Department of Justice is able to 
prevent appeal to that court. 

This was revealed today when 
Solicitor General Mitchel sub- 
mitted a brief to the Supreme 
Court opposing a writ of certior- 
ari for reviéw of a decision by the 
Circut Court of Appeals in the 
case of Captain Ford of the 
British vessel “Quadra” and other 
members of the. ship's company, 
convicted of prohibition law viola- 
tions at San Francisco. 

Ford contended that the seizure 
of British vessels outside the 
three-mile limit, which ig auth- 
orized by the treaty, ‘is unlawful 
because the British government 
was without power to waive the 
fundamental rights to a British 
subject guaranteed by Magna 
Charta or Britain’s basic laws. 

The Federal District Court at 
San Francisco brushed this ques- 
tion aside and the British officers 
were sentenced to prison.

MBROIDERIES this season are running a_ brilliant course, 
but an exceedingly simple one. In fact, their simplicity is classic, 
though there is never a question about their beauty and style. 


| The interesting group of new designs featured on this page appeal

to all needlewomen because they meet that very old yet exacting con- 

dition—they can be developed quickly and successfully. The motifs 
of the square in the solid circle are taken from a transfer which supplies 
“wo and two reverses of ten motifs and two yards of a 17%-inch border. 
They may be used with equal success in the decoration of children’s 
dresses, blouses, ladies’ frocks, dresser scarfs, guest towels, etc. Pastel 
shades are most effective, including yellow, light blue, pink, lavender, 
light green, and rose. The stitches used in their development are lazy- 
daisy, chain, outline, solid, and rambler. The lines of the baskets are 

| best developed in black or dark brown. 

To the upper right of the group are conventionalized fruit and flower 
motifs contained in a transfer that supplies fifteen different motifs, 
with six duplicates of each. The apple-and-leaf design, and the large 
and small flower-and-leaf motifs are suitable for appliqué in colors 
H if preferred. 

Of course, the up-to-date housewife has a towel for every purpose 
these days, even for pots and pans. And to suitably mark each one 
*here come the motifs on the transfer pictured to the lower left. Ten

The act- 
icn, it also was learned, was san- 
ctioned by the President who an- 


nounced yesterday, that he had 
no objéction to the publication of 
the report.

meeting will not be held unless the 
United States is. represented. 

‘No American representative could 
|be authorized to modify or inter- 
|pret the Senate’s reservations in 
pny way, the State Department as- 

rts. 

On the contrary, the Senate reso- 

lution requires that acceptance of 
the other member nations be ob- 
tained individuaily througha direct 
exchange of notes. 
Thus far, Cuba the only na- 
on which has formally accepted 
the American reservations. Brazil 
has acknowledged receipt of the 
American note sent last month and 
has indicated that it will soon ac- 
cept the Senate reservations. 

Even after accepting the Senate 
reservations, it will remain for the 
Hember nations to modify the 
World Court statutes that the 
United States may participate in 
the election of judges.
